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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . This application discloses and claims only subject matter disclosed in prior Application 
No. 09/877,234, filed June 11, 2001, which is a continuation-in-part of U.S. Patent Application 
09/794,169, filed Feb. 28, 2001, and names an inventor or inventors named in the prior 
application. Accordingly, this application may constitute a continuation or division. Should 
applicant desire to obtain the benefit of the filing date of the prior application, attention is 
directed to 35 U.S.C. 120 and 37 CFR 1.78. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 6-13, 16-21, 23, 30-35, 37-48, 52-57, and 59 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Vosika et al. (USPT 6,132,070) in view of Herst et al. 
(USPT 6,273,592 Bl). 

Re claims 1, 2, 6-13, 16-21, 23, 30-35, 37-48, 52-57, and 59: Vosika teaches a light mounting 
panel having a base (34 in Fig. 2), four walls (16, 18, 20, and 22) including four edges, and 
multiple tabs and slots (24, 26, 62, 50, in Fig. 1 and 142 in Fig. 9). Vosika does not teach that the 
tabs are moveable. However, Herst discloses bendable tabs and slots (73, 75, 79, and 81) that is 
an equivalent structure known in the art. Therefore, because these were art-recognized 
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at the time the invention was made, one of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious 
to substitute moveable tabs for Vosika's tabs. 


4. Claims 24-29 are allowed. 

5. Claims 3-5, 14-15, 22, 36, 49-51, and 58 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Although prior art of record, Vosika and Herst, disclose a light mounting panel having walls, 
edges, tabs and slots engagement structure, Vosika and Herst do not teach that the tabs are 
supporting and positioning a ballast box on the light mounting panel, as set forth in the claims.
